Though the least renowned of three famous broth- 
ers bred by King Edward, Florixel II.. which died 
June 11. was a great loss to the king’s stud. 'I'lie 
other Ivrothers w’ere Persimmon and Diamond Jubi- 
lee. The last-named was stdd some years ago and 
is now at tlie I-oh Ortigas Stud In the Argentine. 

Foaled In 1891. Florizel II. was somewhat of a 
disappointment during his first two seasons on the 
turf, though during his career he won eleven of the 
tw’enty-twt) races in which he to<»k part. As a two- 
year-old he run five limes without success, whilst 
in Ills second season be won five races out of ten 
attempts. These were iu the St. James Palace 
Stakes and the Forty-first Triennial Stakes at As- 
e<»t. the former Is'lng the last race on the Thursday 
and the latter the first race on Friday; the Gooil- 
wooil Corinthian Plate; the Brighton HIghwelght 
Handicap, and the Royal Stakes at tlie Newmarket 
Second (H*tolK*r meeting. 

His best f<*rni was shown as a four-year-old. for 
in seven racvs he was successful on six occasions, 
lie won the Prince of Wales’ Handicap (carrying 
136 |M>nnd«<) at tlie Epsom Spring meeting: followed 
this up by victory in the Prim*e’s liundicup at Gat- 
wiek; and carrying a ten-pound lamulty in the Man- 
chester Cup. won easily by two lengtlis from Green- 
lawn. to wlii<‘li lie was eoneeiling eight iKiunds. 
'rile Gold Vase at .\seot and tlie CiMMlwood Cup were 
easy races to win, and his only failure came next. 
'I'bls was in the ('esarewitch. where, with 12<; 
|M>unds in tlie saddle, he finislietl fourth to Roek- 
dove. Bard of Avon and Count SelionilK*rg. In the 
Jockey Club Cup lie lM*at None the W’iser by four 
lengths. 

.\fter one nnsuecessfiil effort In the following 
s<‘us4»n — in the (iold Cup at Ascot. In which he ran 
third to L«*ve Wisely and Oiiiiiiiiin II. — Florlrel II. 
was rcHred to the stud, where he was an almost 
instant success. In bis first s«‘ason be got sueli 
horses as VolodyovskI (winner of the Derby). Dorl- 
eles (winner of (lie St. Leger). .Mackintosh, ami 
Florlforiii. TIm‘ following year came Ciiele Sol and 
('hainpagne, the latter a wiiiiuT of six races In his 
first year; Veilas. winner of the Broeklesby Stakes, 
and in tlie following season the Two Thonsuiid 
Guineas; Ferinoyle. Exeheqner. Knroki, Verdiana. 
Casiello. (roldeu .Mea.sure, Gemma. I'riiiee of Orange. 
Silver Heeled. Vedeiita and Altitude. Tbesi* were 
the best horses owning paternity to tlie roval sire.
